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Remarks 

Reconsideration of the application in view of the above amendments and the following 
remarks is respectfully requested. Claims 1-51 have been canceled. New claims 52-95 have 
been added. Claims 52-95 are currently pending in the application. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner imposed a five-way election of species requirement 
on claims 1-51. Claims 1-51 have been canceled; thus, Applicants submit that the election of 
species requirement is now moot. In the place of claims 1-51, applicants have added claims 52- 
95. Applicants submit that there are no election of species or restriction requirement issues with 
these new claims. Accordingly, Applicants request that these new claims be examined as a 
single set. 

Applicants believe that all of the issues raised in the Office Action have been addressed. 
Accordingly, allowance of all pending claims is hereby respectfully solicited.
